THE CZAR IN DENMARK. 


FXITRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS TO PROTECT THE 
i\MPERIAL VISITOR AGAINST NIHILISTS. 
COPENHAGEN, Aug. 2%.—The Czar is sur- 
rounded with more restrictions than on pre- 
vious Visits to Denmark. The reason for this 
t made “public, but rumors are rife of 
fear of nihilistic plottings. It is Known to 
be Russian police that many of the exiled 
ws swore vengeance against the Czar in 
rson, after they had got safely beyond the 
ntier, and that their threats were no pass- 
ingexpressions ofanger. There is no place 
where the Ogar exposes himself as freely as 
in Denmark, and there has undoubtedly been 
some apprehension that his enemies would 
take advantage of this fact. At any rate, 
since the Czar's arrival, the police have been 
active in protecting the royal and imperial 
party from too near popular contact, and the 
guards at the palace are doubled.

TANGIERS, Aug. 26.—The elephant presented 
by Queen Victoria to the Sultan of Morocco is 
being utilized by that potentate of fez in 
trampling the life out of the unfortunates 
taken captive in the recent rebellion. The 
Sultan is highly pleased with this new mode 
of crushing his enemies out of existence and 
has a new lot broughtonevery day.

He has refused to deliver the stock and bonds 
back to Mr. Faurot and now has a controlling 
power in the three corporations, and is 
charged with endeavoring to sell the stock, 
bonds and property of the railway com- 
panies to English capitalists for a large sum 
and for his own benefit. The purposes of this 
suit are to prevent any sale or other disposi- 
tion of the bonds and stock until Mr. Faurot 
can establish his ownership to them.

POSED BEYOND RECOGNITION.

The City Officials Deservedly Censured 
for Their Tardy Action in Removing 
the Debris—A Gang of Workmen Still 


New York, Aug. 2%.—The work of delv- 
img for the dead in the ruins of the 
Taylor building continued uninterrugted 
through the night. The first body 
taken out after midnight was discov- 
It was that of a man about 
five feet seven inches in height, with the arms 
and the lower part of the left leg burned off. 
The clothing was also burned off and the body 
burned and decomposed beyond recognition. 
At 1:23 a, m. there was taken out the body of 
a man adout 80 years old. The head was 
separated fromthe body which was burned 
beyond recognition. Even all the clothing 
had been burned off. The body of a woman 
was found at 1:35 a. m.; the body was burned 
beyond recognition. At 1:60 there was found 
the body of a man weighing about 
pounds. The clothing was burned off. 
The body of another woman about 23 years 
old was found ats a. m. At 4:55 o’clock the 
body of Morris A. Haring of Jersey City was 
taken out. It was identified by his brother. 
At 5:50 there was recovered the body of a man 
about 40 years old. In the pockets werea 
silver watch with a brass chain, eleven keys 
on a ring, a pocketbook containing $4.45 and 
a white handled knife with two blades. The 
body of a young man about 19 years old was 
found at 6:30 a.m. This made eight bodies 
recovered between midnight and 6:30 a. m., 
bringing the total number of bodies recov- 
ered up to that time to fifty-eight. 

THE DEATH PIT. 

Any one here looking for a sister, a 
mother, a friend—if so step tothe coffin and 
identify this body.’’ 

Thig was the command that jarred the 
strained nerves of the watchers beside the 
death pit last night as each body was 
brought. It was a mere quip of the law, a 
mocking formula to shield the fearful crim- 
inality of incompetent authorities. If readers 
of the bPorribie tale which this past night’s 
vigil beside the open grave of these unfor- 
tunate men and women reveals could have 


answered this summons of the police 
Captain and mingling with the 
small crowd of mourners gathered 


around a plain pine coffin, caught a glimpse 
of the mangled remains, headless, Umbiess. 
sometimes a mere handful of rotting bones 
held together by shreds of garments and torn 
fiesh, such readers would realize the 
awful crime resultiig from the Incompetent 
management and heartiess indifference of 
those who should have taken the fearful con- 
dition of affairs in hand on the first night of 
the calamity. Every body recovered last 
night was a reeking nest of maggots. That 
human beings should so far forget their duty 
to the dead as to leave them rotting and 
putrifying in a vast moldy pit 
for three days if presented as an 
incident in a romance, would be condemned 
as a violation of decency and an insult even 
to man’s imagination. Yet such were the 
revelations which last night’s labor caused 
and further proved that these horrors could 
have been averted if proper decency and 
common humanity rules at all among men. 
There should be no mercy for such criminal 
negligence of men that will lead them to per- 
mit their fellowmen to rot in a very chaos of 
pestilent ruins for the sake of political red 
tape and personal interest. There are three 
men whose names should earn the praise and 
gratitude of all self respecting men 
and women. They are Dr. King B. Page, 
who volunteered his servicesin assisting to 
identify the bodies, and has worked fifteen 
hours out of the twenty-four ever since the 
calamity. T. E. Crimmins, who being shrewdly 
aware of promises made bythe city in this 
matter, stated last night that he would pay 
for the labor of his men (125) now at work on 
the ruins if necessary, and who has practi- 
cally shown that with prompt action all the 
bodies would have been recovered before 
putrefaction destroyed all chance of recog- 
nition, and Chief of Batallion Cashman, who 
has worked with unflagging energy to expe- 
dite the recovery of the bodies. 
TARDY ACTION BY OITY OFFICIALS. 

The heads of the various city departments 
seem to have been more anxious that the ex- 
pense attending the work should not be 
charged to their particular account than that 
the bodies of the dead should be recovered 
before all chance of identification was 
„ Byer since Saturday night the 
work of clearing out the ruins bas 
been greatly delayed by the presence of a 
huge mound of debris blocking up the street 
in front and leaving no place to deposit the 
taken out, and yet it was not till 
last night that any steps toward moving the 
blockade were taken, and only then because 
a city contractor stepped in and offered to 
pay for the work himself if the city officials 
could not decide which department should 
the bills. The pile of wreckage in the 
street is now rapidly disappearing and by 
night will be gone, but no city official is to be 
thanked

DIASTROUS EXPLOSION IN THE NEW WATERS 
TUNNEL AT CHICAGO. 

Curcaq@o, III., Aug. 26.—One man was fatally 
and seven others seriously burned at an early 
hour this morning by an explosion of gas in 
the new city water tunnel now being con- 
structed under Lake Michigan. Yesterday 
morning a gang of men Working about two 
and a half miles from the shore end struck a 
vein of quicksand in which there was a trace 
of gas. The air compressors were put to 
work, creating a pressure of twenty-four 
pounds to the square inch. This was ample 
to keep back the fire damp, but was op- 
pressive for the workmen and was last night 
reduced to gixteen pounds, This morning at 
1 o’clock the electric lights, got out of order 
and Maurice Call was sent in to repair them, 
He carried a torch with him and had hardly 
approached the spot where the gas had been 
leaking when a tremen@ous explosion oc- 
curred. Oall was fatally and seven 
others seriously hurt. 


A FATAL WRECK.

THE EDWAE DS CLAIM. 


The Original Lease Is Now Among the 

English Archives. 

The fight of the heirs of Robert Edwards 
is still going on and for the past two weeks 
they have been particBlarly active in 
strengthening their cl to the central 
part of New York City in hunting up 
evidence to show the v ty of the claims 
they make. The claim ig simply that the 
heirs of one Robert Edwards, who lived be- 
fore New :York was a city, leased several 
acres of ground where New York City now 
stands to King George of England. The fail- 
ure to discover any evidence to show that he 
ever relinquished his ownership and the dis- 
covery of the original ledse has led his de- 
scendants to lay claim to the property. 

Dr. Eustathius Chancellor of this city is 
one of the direct heirs on two lines of descent 
and his father is pursuing the search for 
additional facts with great energy. Dr. 
Chancellor said this morning: I have just 
received a letter from my father in which he 
gives me some additional information on the 
case. 

The letter says that Ben F. Carter and Mark 
Brown of Indiana, heirs of Ben Edwards, 
each have tn their possession letters bearing 
date of Oct. 14, 1790, written by Robert Ed- 
wards to his brother, setting forth the fact 
that he, Robert Edwards, had leased thirty 
acres of land on the Island of New York ten 
years before to certain parties for ninety-nine 


years. It is said that thig record was made 
while the ‘ x Ofty. 
And cpomerinaation in ae ite were 


taken to England and are now among the 
archives of the English Government. 

Mr. Ben Carter placed the matter in the 
hands of Consul-General John C. New at 
London, and has received the information 
that such a record actually existed among 
the archives. 

This information comes through Mrs. Susan 
B. Cantrel, mother of ex-Gov. Cantrel of 
Kentucky, and Mrs. Ford states that her 
great aunt, Elizabeth Edwards, married a 
John Chancellor; so the Chancellors of Vir- 
gin la are in the front rank, so far as their 
claim is concerned. 

Jo show how strong our claim is I can tell 
you that we have had offers from large hold- 
ers of the property in New York to compro- 
mise at 85 cents and 4 cents on the dollar. 
The present holders are growing very uneasy, 
and are very anxious to have the matter set- 
tled up in a way to leave them in possession 
without danger of further trouble. 

There is a rather peculiar thing that has 
developed in connection with this case 
which reflects badly on the methods of cer- 
tain lawyers, or so-called lawyers. All the 
heirs aroundthe country,and especially in 
the West, have been receiving letters and 
circulars from lawyers who claim to have all 
the information necessary to look after the 
interests of any claimant. Then they ask 


that a fee of from $10 to $25 be for- 
warded as a fretainer. I have re- 
ceived three of these and to one 


I replied that I had an attorney looking after 
my interests and that if he ever came to St. 
Louis would be giad to introduce him to the 
Chief of Police. He has not been heard of 
since.’”’

CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE PUT IN THE 
WINE SERVED AT MASS, 


Palermo Stirred Up Over the Jragedy— 
Gen, Boulanger’s Wife Robbed of 
Money and Bonds-—The Duluth Post- 
Office Embezzlement — Accident or 
Murder—The Criminal Calendar. 


ROME, Aug. 2%.—The Popolo Romano pub- 
lishesa sensational dispatch from Palermo 
which says that Don Guiseppo La Rosa, pri- 
vate chaplain to the Countess of Mazzarino, 
while celebrating mass in the presence of the 
family, suddenly fell to the floor 
in violent convulsions, his limbs 
writhing, and froth foaming upon 
his lips. He was speedily removed to his 
private apartments, but before medical aid 
could be summoned he died in fearful agony. 
The same dispatch says that an investiga- 
tion revealed the fact that the chaplain had 
been poisoned with corrosive sublimate, 
which had been put in the sacramental wine 
served at mass. The police of Palmero are 
making strenuous efforts to discover the per- 
petrator of the shocking crime. 


DULUTH’S POST-OFFICE EMBEZZLEMENT. 


TWO LETTER CARRIERS CONFESS AFTER BEING 
ARRESTED—HENRY’S DENIAL. 

DULUTH, Minn., Aug. %.—Tuesday morning 
two letter carriers, Thomas Nolan and Albert 
Wiley, were arrested for connection with the 
post-office embezzlement. They confessed 
that they had been instructed and encour- 
aged by ex-Deputy Postmaster Henry to steal 
overdue postage. A small deficit was discov- 
ered by the Postmaster last June and the 
United States authorities notified. The mat- 


ter was dropped on Henry making 
good the deficit. No definite idea is 
yet obtainable as to what the 


theft of Henry amounted to during the four 
years previous to Postmaster Howard’s m- 
duet ion to office, but in the light of all that is 
known, it must have been $400 or $500. There 
is not much doubt that he and the four carri- 
ers divided profits. Mr. Howard says that, in 
order to cover his crookedness, Henry tab- 
stracted from the office every one of the quar- 
terly statements from the end of 1885 up to 
and including the first quarter of this year. 
Documents affecting Howard’s regime were 
returned when Henry was confronted by the 


Officials with the exception of some por- 
tions. There is a clerk, one 
of whose duties it is to 


affixalldue stamps to letters, yet Henry, 
contrary to the rules, allowed Nolan and Wi- 
ley to ax these stamps. These two were 
ver y clever. On letters destined for the East 
End, where the people were up to the rules 
due stamps, they ne to 
stamp; but on wider , 
destined the West End where there is a 
large foreign element whose mail was often 
underpaid, they failedto aux due stamps. 
Francis and Godenius were the men who de- 
livered in this part of town and they collect- 
ed the money and never accounted for it. 
Henry was arraigned this morning before 
United States Commissioner Tighe of this 
city. He waived examination and 
was held to the September term 
of the United States District Court 
at Minneapolis. Henry saidtoa reporter of 
the Dispatch that he had no doubt but that he 
could furnish bail, and that he entertained 
not the slightest fear of the outcome of the 
inguiry into his official conduct.

PEORIA, III., Aug. 26.—A street fight oc 
curred here last evening in which two police- 
men and a woman were terribly cut by an in- 
furiated negro. The negro, Frank Berry, is 
a notorious character who has been driven 
out of the city several times and is guilty of 
many crimes. Among them ig murder. He 
quarreled with a negro woman ina low dive 
and tried to cut her throat. She escaped and 
ran into the office of Matthew Henneberry, 
the wholesale liquor dealer. Berry 
followed her in and threw her down; 
He drew her head across his knee 
to cut her throat when Mr. Henueberry inter- 
fered. The negro chased Henneberry back 
into his private office and again seized the 
woman and drove a knife into her breast. 
Just then Officers Sloan and Campbell en- 
tered. Sloan tried to shoot the desperado, 
but the latter cut the officer's face open in a 
shocking way. Campbell was cut from the 
base of the ear to the forehead. The negro 
got out and ran two biocks, flourishing his 
bloody knife and threatening the lives of all 
whom he met. Officer Slever intercepted him 
and knocked him down and before he could 
rise the patrol wagon was driven over him. 
The only serious wound the negro received 
was a cut over the eye where one of the 
patrol wagon horses stepped on him. All of 
his victims are in a serious condition.

Paris, Aug. 26.—A remarkable daring and 
successful robbery by which Mme. Boulan- 
ger, wife of Gen. Boulanger, is a heavy loser, 
was committed yesterday afternoon. Shortly 
after midday two men made their way into 
the apartments of Mme. Boulanger during 
her absenée therefrom, and succeeded in ob- 
taining 8,300 francs in money, together with 
a large number of valuable bonds and rail- 
way securities. After stowing their plunder 
away in a valise they then left the room and 
deliberately descended the stairs, passing on 
their way Mme. Boulanger who was return- 
ing to her apartments. The men then walked 
by the lodge of the concierge without at- 
tracting attention and finally reached the 
street where they mingled with the crowd 
and disappeared.

W. H. Harding the Man Who Stole H.W, 
Guyon’s Money. 


HE SAYS HE COULD NOT RESIST THE 
TEMPTATION. 


The Disgrace of a Young Neal Estate 
Broker—A Colored Man Applies for a 
Warrant Against the Man Who En 
ticed Away His Wife—Fight on the 


Crystal City. 


In discovering the person who stole the roll 
of bills containg $580 from the safe of Wilder 
& Laing of 1724 Olive street, last Saturday, 
Detective, Lawler, this morning, brought 
to notice the fall of a highly esteemed young 
man, William H. Harding. The firm of 
Wilder & Laing will be as surprised 
as the detectives were on  ilearn- 
ing the identity of the thief, and 
Harding’s long lst of acquaintances will 
be eqtally surprised as well as very much 
shocked at the news. Harding is now an occu- 
pant of a cell in the Four Courts, having been 
taken from his desk in the office ofG. G. 
Wear, the real estate agent at 821 Chestnut 
street, where his sign decorates the front 
door as W. H. Harding—Broker.’’ 
Last week H. W. Guyon of Springfield, III., 
agent for a bicycle firm in that city, came to 
St. Louis, and among the first persons he 
called on were Messrs. Wilder & Laing, 
who have a bicycle store at 
174 Olive street and sell Guyon’s 
wheels. Wilder & Laing have a safe in the 
front part of the store near the 
railing, in which the money and 
valuables of the firm are kept. 
Mr. Guyon saw the safe and, having $600 with 
him, asked permission to put his money in it 
until he needed it. He put $590 in one of the 
compartments last Thursday, and on Friday 
took $10 from the pile. That was the last he 
saw of it. 
One of the employes of the firm is Charles 
Harding, and he was often visited there by 
his brother William. Last Saturday his 
brother William was inthe store and Wilder 
asked him to watch it while he stepped out 
for a moment. 

YIELDED TO THE TEMPTATION. 
After Wilder had gone young Harding no- 
ticed that the safe door was open, and thata 
large roll of bills was lying loosely in one of 
the pigeon holes. He was seized with a 
temptation to take it and yielded. When 
Wilder returned he left the store and 
went to hig room at 3524 Olive street, where 
he is boarding with a Mrs. Wengler, and not 
until he opened and counted the roll, did he 
know the large amount he had stoleo. He 
says that he then decided to restore it and 
that for the past four days he 
has watched for an opportunity to replace 
the money. As no Opportunity presented 
itself and knowing he was above suspicion, 
he paid off a pressing talior’s bill of $0 and a 
$25 debt of borrowed money. He kept $481 in 
his room and dared not spend itin the pres- 
ence of any one for fear of exciting suspicion 
at his sudden display of wealth. 

When Detective Lawler was put on the case 
he suspected Harding at once, though given 
several other names. At noon to-day he 
met the young man coming out of a restau- 
rant on St. Charles street, and quietly asked 
him to turn over the money he had 
taken. Harding affected indignation 80 
poorly that Lawler was encouraged’ to pro- 
ceed further in his bluff, and finally se- 
cured his confession and $451. 

Harding isa well dressed and handsome 
young man, 21 years of age, and 6 feet and 1 
inch in height. He .was born and 
bred in Webster, Mo., and when his 

parents died five years ago he came to St 
Louls. Since then he has worked most of the 
time in a wholesale dry goods store as ship- 
ping and stock clerk. One year ago he sold 
some real estate on commission, and 
his success tempted him to en- 
ter the business as a broker. He rented 
desk room in G.G. Wear’s office and has 
been there six months. He has several rela- 
tive in this city besides his brother, and has 
a married sister living in Little Rock, Ark. 

Mr. Guyon, the owner ofthe money, says 
he will swear out a warrant against Harding 
for grand larceny and prosecute him. This 
is the young man’s first offense and his 
friends are nowtrying to raise money 
enough to repay Mr. Guyon and stop the 
prosecution. 


Stole His Wife. 


S' pose aman steals your wife, can you 
get a warrant for him?’’ asked a bright- 
looking colored man of Mr. Estep this morn-

SUED SHERIFF STAED. 


Herman Ury Brings an Action for $50,- 
000 Damages. 

A suit was filed in the Circuit Court to-day 
to the use of Herman Ury against Patrick M.

HE RESENTS FRANCIS’ ACTION IN THE 
BARRACKS MATTER. 


Congressman Cobb Should Not Have Been 
Substituted tor Sam Byrnes in {Dealing 
With the War Department—The Comp- 
troller and the City Bonds—Irregulari- 
ties Complained ofiin the City Hosp ital. 


Mayor Noonan sent for Street Commissioner 
M. J. Murphy, as soon as he had disposed of 
the routine business Secretary J. W. Brennan 
had to lay before him this morning, and the 
two had a long talk about Jefferson Bar- 
racks. The method by which ,Gov. Francis 
intends to conciliate the military authorities 
who are talking of removing the post 
at Jefferson Barracks was the subject. When 
the bill relinquishing the title of the State in 
the barracks to the government was pending 
in the Legislature, Mayor Noonan, Commis- 
sioner Murphy and Congressman sam 
Byrnes, in whose district the barracks are, 
went to work together first to get the appro- 
priation for the improvement of the bar- 
racks, and next to see that 
there was no clash between the 
State and National authorities on the ques- 
tion of title. The clash having come on ac- 
count of the Legislature’s refusal to pass the 
bill, Gov. Francis undertook to clear away 
the difficulties himself, and come down to 
St. Louis last week, when he consulted with 
Congressman Seth W. Cobb, Wm. M. Kinsey. 
the Congressman from the Tenth, 
who got appropriation for 
the barracks while he was in office, 
and a committee of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. The result of that meeting was that 
the Governor and Con Cobb said 
they would go to Washington early in Sep- 
tember and try to placate the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, Gen. Grant. Gov. Francis 
added that if it was necessary he would call 
a special session of the Legislature to pass 
the bill the War Department demanded 
before the purse- strings were opened. 

THE MAYOR NOT INVITED. 

Neither Mayor Noonan, Commissioner Mur- 
phy nor Congressman Sam Byrnes were in- 
Vited to this meeting, and the Mayor feels 
highly resentful of the manner in which the 
business is being carried on by the Governor. 
**The trouble with Mr. Francis is he can 
never remember that he is not Mayor 
of the city of St. Louis now, 
he said to a reporter, who asked him if he 
would take any action himself in the matter.

The agitation of the matter should have 
been commenced months ago, said Com- 
missioner Murphy. ‘*‘The PostT-DisraTcH 
published several weeks since an article 
showing the impending danger to the per- 
manency of the Barracks, and called atten- 
tion to the duty of the State and municipal 
authorities and of the commercial community 
to the importance of taking some active steps 
towards bringing the matter properly before 
the authorities at Washington. Mayor 


Noonan seemed to grasp the situation and 


sent an earnest protest to the Secretary of 
War and to Gen. Schofield against the aban- 
donment and removal of this important mili- 
tary post.

ID JOCKEY CLUB PROPERTY TAXABLE! 

We do not see thatthe ‘‘Forum’’ letter 
in another column settles the question as 
to the exemption of the Jockey Club’s race 
track property from taxation. 

Unquestionably the Constitution author- 
izes the Legislature to enact a general law 
‘exempting real or personal property from 
taxation ‘‘when used exclusively for agri- 
cultural or horticultural societies.’’ But 
it aleo declares void all laws exempting 
property from taxation, other than the 
property above enumerated.’’ 

Now the question is whether an act of 
the Legislature exempting property ‘used 
exclusively for agricultural and horti- 
cultural societies’’ can exempt property 
used exclugively for the purposes of a 
social and sporting club. Does the owner- 
ship of ground by an agrioultural or horti- 
cultural society exempt that ground from 
taxation, regardlessof the use it is put to, 
with all the business houses or other prop- 
erty that may be placed thereon for busi- 
ness purposes by the tenants of the agri- 
cultural or horticultural society? 

If so, it would seem to follow that under 
the aforesaid act of the Legislature the 
Fair Ground directors can cover all of its 
143 acres outside of the amphitheater with 
perpetually renewable leaseholds of un- 
taxed saloons, untaxed pool-rooms, un- 
taxed manufactories, untaxed shops and 
warehouses of all kinds, to which the peo- 
ple of the city would resort for cheap, un- 
taxed goods of all kinds. The fact that 
the Fair Association’s revenues, could be 
thus increased would render all this un- 
taxed property auxiliary to the purposes 
of the association. 

Certainly the question involved in this 
matter ought to be investigated by the 
City Counselor, and the benefit of all 
Aoubts remaining in his mind on the sub- 
fect should be secured to the city by steps 
to procure a judicial decision of the ques 
tion. If the ‘‘race track adjunct’’ is 
used exclusively for what the courts may 
hold as the necessary and proper purposes 
of an agricultural society, it is exempt 
from taxation. 

But the St. Louis blue books speak of 
the grounds of the Jockey Club Associa- 
tion, sixty-three acres in extent;’’ of *‘its 
magnificent club-house and appoint- 
ments;’’ of the ‘‘very large capital in- 
vested’’ in this ‘‘Jockey Club’s property 
and plant, as if the Fair Association had 
no interest in it whatever. This Jockey 
Club Association is not composed of farm- 
ers and market gardeners. It offers no 
prizes for products of the shop, garden and 
field. It is interested in sporting records 
and events only, and its principal business 
auxiliaries are untaxed saloon and pool- 
room privileges. ;

A DOLLAR worth 100 cents is a good 
thing, nodoubt, but to make that much 
be-praised phrase entirely intelligible 
those who use it so glibly should explain 
that a cent is one-hundredth part of a 
dollar, and having gone that far in defini- 
tion they would see—if they were at all 
given to thinking—that their definitions 
did not define.

PLAN OF BATTLE 


The Chilian Insurgent Leader Changes 
His Tactics. 


[ 


VALPARAISO TO BE ATTACKED FROM 
ANOTHER. POINT. 


A Decisive Blow Soon to Be Struck—Bal- 
maceda’s Army Strengthening Its 
Position—The Race of the Oruiser 
Errazuris to Succor the Beleaguered 
City—Preparations to Meet Her. 


VALPARAISO, Chill, Aug. 26.—The engage- 
ment between the Balmaceda forces and the 
insurgent army under Gen. Canto was not 
resumed yesterday. There were few shots 
fired by the outposts last night and the indi- 
cations now are that the rebel leader 
will change his position before 
delivering what he hopes will bethe decisive 
blow to the dictator, To take the forts, drive 
back the President's army and capture Val- 
paraiso by a further movement on the lines 
on which the battles of Friday and Sunday 
were fought will cost the lives of too many of 
the attacking force. In view of 
this fact it is now believed that Canto 
will change his plansof attack by makinga 
detour back intothecity in order to gaine 
position from which he would have a better 
chance to makea direct attack on the city 
without exposing his troops more than is ab- 
solutely necessary tothe fire from the heavy 
artillery in the forts, and which will in some 
measure neutralize Balmaceda’s superiority 
ot numbers. Canto is generally conceded to 
bea wary General as well as a determined 
fighter and if this is his plan of operations it 
may be several days before the arnties again 
join battle. 

The position ofthe Government forces on 
the beach overlooking the bay, to the north 
of the city, where stands the village of Vina 
del Mar, isa strong one, naturally, and has 
been greatly strengthened within the past 
few days. At the back of this line of earth 


works lies Fort Callao, the heavy guns of 
which have done good work, preventing the 
insurgent fleet from doing anything more 
effective than long range firing. 

The original design of the insurgent com- 
mander was to gain possession of Vina del Mar 
and thus threw a force in the rear of the fort. 
With the fleet on one side of the fort and the 
insurgent army on the other it would be un- 
tenable and thus the northern defense of 
Valparaiso would fall, making the work of 
capture of the city much easier. 

But, as before stated, it seems that the plan 
of attack has been changed and the scene of 
the next engagement will be in the neighbor. 
hood of the hilis east of the city. 

Balmaceda has not been idle. He is 
strengthening his army as much as possible 
and there is an impression that his idea is, if 
possible, to cut off the enemy’s line of re- 
treat to his ships before he gives battle and 
then he hopes to give him a crushing blow 
which will wipe him out of existence and 
thus end the rebellion. 

This appears to be about the situation and 
until one or the other of the commanders 
has got into the position for which he is 
striving it is probable that there will be no 
hard fighting. The city was quiet to-@ay. All 
business and traffic are suspended and the 
people here find little to think about but 
the probabilities of the coming battle. 
Scores of public and private buildings have 
been changed into hospitals, where the 
wounded are now being cared for. 

The adherents of the President are praying 
for the arrival of the cruiser Errasuris, whose 
whereabouts are unknown. Her presence 
outside the bay to-day would likely decide 
the contest in favor of Balmaceda. 

CONSUL BEELAN REMOVED. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 26.—The State 
Department is informed that President Bal 
maceda of Chili has removed F. A. Beelan as 
Chilian Consul-General at New York and ap- 
pointed Charles R. Flint to fill the vacancy. 
Mr. Beelan has represented Chill at New 
York for twenty-six years. Sympathy with 
the revolutionists is given as the reason for 
Mr. Beelan’s removal. 


FRIENDLY SENTIMENT.

He 
is a little man and I could have crushed him 
in one hand, but he had the pistol, sol 
thought it better to do as he asked. He took 
all the money I had, my diamond ring and 
my watch.
